DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/24/1 1 
has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 1/24/1 1 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance of 
reference JP-6-092134, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 
CFR 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent 
listed that is not in the English language and does not list the publication date. 
Additionally, although provisionally considered, the reference JP-2002-514333 has been 
crossed out because the Name of Patentee or Applicant's of the cited document is 
omitted. 

Allowed Claims 

The most relevant references: Mariyasu (USPN 5699512) directed to software 
analysis protection where software to be used on a user terminal is provided as divided 
parts which are stored in a distributed user terminal, wherein an arranged pattern of the 
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software to be used at the terminal is change in each occasion to use the software, or a 
function of the software is changed by a request from a user and Matsuoka ("A case 
Study for Evaluating Tamper Resistance of Key built-in Cryptographic Software by 
Engineers") teaching evaluation of the tamper resistance program but neither of the 
references alone, or combine disclose the required limitations of the independent 
claims.
